Washington, May 8.—By direction of the 
president, who approves the findings, Act- 
ing Secretary of War Meiklejohn has ‘made 
public the report and findings of the mili-

Oppose Further Proceedings. 


The conclusion of the court adverse to 
further proceedings based upon the 
charges is as follows: ‘‘It has been devel- 
oped in the course of the inquiry, as recited 
in this report, that in some instances some 
individuals failed to perform the full meas- 
ure of duty or to observe the proprieties 
which dignify high military command, but 


į the court is of the opinion that the mere 


statement in the official report of the facts 
developed meets the ends of discipline, and 
that the interests of the service will be best 
subserved if further proceedings be not 
taken.” 

Criticism of Miles. 

Phere is more or less criticism of Gen. 
Miles in various parts of the report. Prob- 
ably the most direct instance is the one 
which states that beyond the criticism of 
officers found elsewhere is the report: “The 
court finds that against none of the offi- 
cers commanding corps; divisions, brigades 
and regiments and ‘their staff officers 
should a charge of*guilt be brought. The 
court also finds that the major general 
commanding the army had no sufficient 
justification for alleging that the refriger- 
ated beef was embalmed or was unfit for 
issue to troops. It also finds that he com- 
mitted an error in that, having belief or 
knowledge, as claimed, that the food was 
unfit, that it caused sickness and distress; 
that some of it was supplied under the pre- 
tense of experiment; that other beef was 
embalmed, he did not immediately report 
such knowledge or belief to the secretary 
of war, to the €nd that a proper remedy 
might be promptly applied.” 

The censure of Col. Maus, inspector gen- 
eral on Gen. Miles’ staff, is based upon his 
failure to call attention to charges con- 
cerning the beef at Chickamauga, con- 
tained in a report of inspection made by 
Dr. (or Maj.) Daly on the 26th of October 
last, in which he stated his belief that the 
beef was chemically treated. 

“The silence of Col. Maus,” says the 
court, “on so important a matter as the 
ehemicalized beef reported by Maj. Daly 
and personally known to himself is most 
remarkable.” - 

The remark is also made that Gen. Miles’ 
failure to draw special attention to this 
report is “unexplained.” 

Commenting upon Gen. Miles’ testimony 
that he had first formed the opinion last 
August that the refrigerated beef had been 
processed, the court remarks: ‘‘Whatever 
the date upon which he formed a belief, or 
a reasonable suspicion, that the health of 
the troops was being impaired by the use 
of deleterious food, it was his bounden 
juty, in the opinion of the court, instantly 
to take the most effective measures with- 
in his control to ascertain the actual fact 
and to correct the wrong, if any should 
be found. It would have been practicable 
to obtain samples of the beef then being 
supplied to the army by contractors and 
to have submitted these samples to chem- 
ical examination, which would: have re- 
sulted in the detection of the presence or 
absence of boric and salicylic acids or any 
pther chemical agent that may have been 
used as a preservative agent. Yet no such

| sation as it was printed in the New York 


tities of a food that was practically untried 
and unknown, and the court so finds. The 
court also finds that there is no ground 
for any imputation whatever of any other 
actuating motive on the part of the com- 
missary general than the earnest desire 
to procure the best possible food for the 
troops. The eourt pronounces this act of 
the commissary general of subsistence a 
colossal error for which there is no pallia- 
tion.’’ 
Delay Is Criticised. 
The court finds that there was neglect in 
Cuba and to a less degree in Porto Rico in 
delivering the refrigerated beef. “The 
court,” says the report, ‘‘does not wish to 
state the case more strongly than to say 
that the finding appears to be warranted 
that too much time was consumed in dis 
tributing this perishable article. The fault, 
if any there was, rested with the brigade 
and higher commanding officers and their 
commissaries and quartermasters, but the 
testimony is not so definite or specific as to 
warrant the naming by the court of any 
particular officers.’’ 
They say that the refrigerated beef was 
at first received with great satisfaction. 
There is also criticism of the delay in un- 
loading. the refrigerating apparatus of 
Swift & Co. at Santiago. ‘“‘An appeal by the 
contractors’ agents to Gen. Shafter for an 
order on the quartermaster to-expedite the 
delivery from the transport of the refrig- 
erating plant did-not effect any result. The 
delay in this matter was the cause of se- 
rious loss.’’ 
Not a Suitable Ration. 
“The court is of the opinion that the 
canned roast beef was not suitable as a 
travel ration on transports, considering 
the absence of cooking facilities and the 
absence from that ration of fresh vegeta- 
bles and condiments. For use on shore as 
a field ration, where the companies had 
their camp cooking equipnrent and vegeta- 
bles were available, canned roast beef is 
suitable for issue, say two days in ten, 
but not for two days in suecession. In 
some organizations it seems to have con- 
stituted at least one-half of the meat ra- 
tion, and until after the surrender the 
troops had no means for other cooking 
than was practicable with the individual 
kit carried, For such extensive use, or 
any use, exceeding one day in five, the 
court finds this beef unsuitable. 
“The refrigerated. beef is, in the opinion 
of the court, a suitable ration for troops 
when it can be issued to them fn good con- 
dition.’ 4 


The opinion is expressed that it would. 
have been impracticable to land beef cat-' 


tle on the hoof in Cuba, the remark of the 
court on this point being as follows: ‘The 
commanding general of the expedition 
characterizes as ‘absurd’ such a propo- 
sition, and many of his commanding offi- 
cers, whose opinion is given in the testi- 
mony, coincided with him in the imprac- 


ect. The court concurs in the opinion of 


these men, whose experience in active miliy 


tary service dated from 1861.” 
Packers Exonerated. 


An instruction of the president’s to the 
court was: ‘If the packers of the country 
are guilty, it must be known.” Replying 
to this direction, the court says: 

“The court finds that-at the outbreak of 
hostilities in April, 1898, the packers of 
canned beef were engaged in the manufac- 
ture of an article of standard quality, well 
known to the trade and the subsistence de- 
partment under the name of canned roast 
beef. The methods of packing then in use 
were the same as those habitually em- 
ployed in the preparation of meat as an 
article of commerce, and the court does 
not find that they underwent any change 
during the progress of the war. The large 
purchases for the use of the military forces 
during the months of May and June, 1898, 
were made, not at the solicitation of the 
packers or in consequence of efforts put 
forth by them for th&t purpose, but by the 
order and upon the initiative of the com- 
missary -general of.subsistence, such pur- 
chases being made in every case by officers 
of his department in the usual manner,” 

On another point connected with the 
packers the court says: “Although the 
subject of readjustment of accounts be+ 
tween the United States and the con- 
tractors was not referred to the court, it 
appears from the testimony that whenever 
any cans have been found to be defective 
subsequent to their original delivery to the 
subsistence department such cans have 
been replaced in every instance.’’ 

Other Conclusions. 

Replying specifically to other questions 
set out by the president, the court says: 

That the canned beef was described as 
“fresh” because it was not salted, but that 
the meat was not old or Stale. 

That the refrigerated beef furnished the 
army was ‘not doctored or treated with 
any other ageney than cold air.” 

That the meat purchased for the army 
was the meat of commerce; that ‘both 
kinds—refrigerated and canned—were such 
as are well known in both hemispheres as 
commercial articles, of which there is and 
has been very large consumption not only 
by the trade generally, but by the United 
States navy and by the armies and navies 
of Europe.” 

That no reports of unfitness or unsuita- 
bility of the beef,sent from the United 
States were forwarded to the war depart- 
ment by any general officer serving in Cuba 
or Porto Rico while the field operations 
were in progress, nor were any such reports 
received until more than a month after hos- 
tilities ceased. 

That, barring some defects in methods of 
inspecting the beef on its delivery to the 
subsistence department, the deterioration 
of the meat in shipment was due to the

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PEACE TO 10 COME SOON |: 


President Confident That His Terms 
Will Be Accepted. 


THE WAR MAY BE ENDED ANY HOUR. 


No Halt Will Be Called in the Fight- 
ing, However, Until the Insur- 
gents Make the Predicted Sur- 
render—Envoys Admit Defeat. — 


_Chicago, May 8.—The Times-Herald 
of Sunday morning publishes the fol- 
lowing Washington special, saying that 
the statements contained therein were 
obtained from one of the highest of- 
ficials of the government, and may be 
regarded as authoritative so far as the 
views of the administration are con- 
cerned: 


“President McKinley has expressed to 
friends his firm conviction that the Fili- 
pino insurrection will collapse within the 
next 48 hours. This conclusion is based up- 
on the highly satisfactory cablegrams re- 
ceived from Mr. Schurman, president of the 
peace commission. Another conference be- 
tween the peace commission and Aguinal- 
do’s representatives is probably now, or 
soon will be, in progress. 

Why Fighting Continues. 

“The result, the president believes, will be 
a decision of the Filipinos tolay down their 
arms as a preliminary to the inaugura- 
tion of the form of government which the 
peace commission has recommended and 
which the president has approved. 

“In view of the auspicious outlook for an 
early peace it is thought in some quarters 
to be rather strange tĦat the American 
forces continue fighting. When a high offi- 
cial of the administration was asked for 
an explanation of this apparent incon- 
gruity he declared that vigorous measures 
were necessary until peace had become an 
accomplished fact. 

Best Plan to Peace. 


“The trouble all along has been,’ he 
said, ‘that Aguinaldo’s army has misun- 
derstood our efforts at conciliation. Every 
act of kindness has been considered by 
Aguinaldo as an evidence of wealaness, and 
he would invariably follow all peaceful 
overtures by orders for increasing the 
strength of his intrenchments. 

“The members of the peace commission 
—the civilians as well as the military mem- 
bers—have all agreed that the best.method 
for securing a speedy termination of the 
rebellion is to keep hitting hard while the 
enemy-is revolving in his mind the cond!- 
tions upon which he can have peace. 

‘“ ‘Our information, however, justifies the 
belief that there will be a cessation of hos- 
tilities within less than 48 hours.’ 

Like Government Plan. 


“The form of government which the 
peace commissioners have recommended 
has been the principal topic in official 
quarters here, The comment is generally 
favorable. Even if the substitute proposed 
by the commissioners does not contemplate 
independence for the Filipinos, they say it 
will be more in keeping with our institu- 
tions to control the archipelago through a 
civil than through a military government.” 

Natives Admit Defeat. 


Manila, May 8.—Col. Manuel Ar- 
guelles, chief of staff for Gen. Luna, 
who, with Maj. Jose Bergal, is hereas a 
special envoy from Aguinaldo to plead 
for, an armistice, said frankly that the 
Filipinos were whipped. Col. Arguelles 
comes from Gen, Luna, who is the com- 

manding general of ne insurgent army. 
He said: 


“We know that we are whipped. I do 
not mind admitting that Aguinaldo is dis- 
couraged. More than this, the troops are 
determined to surrender, and they have 
not been backward in submitting their po- 
sition to the leaders. The situation now 
is really this: The leaders of our soldiers 
want some guarantee as to the treatment 
they are to receive if they lay down their 
arms. The leaders feel- a responsibility 
toward the men in the ranks and they are 
Sincere in asking for a brief armistice in 
order that a complete surrender may be 
made through our congress. I know that 
the impression prevails that we are seek- 
ing a cessation of hostilities in order that 
we may strengthen ourselves in the field, 
but this view of the position we have as- 
sumed is a great injustice to us. We are 
honest in what we ask, and the Ameri- 
cans do us a great wrong in presuming that 
we are not sincere in what we say and in 
suspecting that we have some deep-laid 
scheme on foot, -We cannot expect to win 
and we merely ask for a fair chance to 
surrender. You know that we must think 
of the people in a move of this kind, fraught 
with the greatest importance to ourselves, 
and we hope that when Gen. Otis is con- 
vineed of our sincerity he will consent to 
a term of peace sufficient for us to get to- 
gether and make it lasting?’ 

The military representatives of the 
Filipino leader are much cast down at 


the position assumed by Gen. Otis, but. 


the feeling here is that the American 
general is making the only permissible 
stand and will force a complete sur- 
render. 
Bacolor Next Point of Attack. 
Manila, May 8.—To clear the Filipinos 
out of Bacolor, about five miles south- 
west of San Fernando, will be the next 
task of the Americans. The rebel gen- 
eral, Mascardo, has a force of 6,000 men 
there, well armed and - possessed. of 
plenty of ammunition. His troops have 
never met American soldiers, and they 
think, according to reports carried to 


of the cal the cabinet and minister of foreign 
affairs in the so-called Filipino govern- 
ment, who is a radical, is to be succeed- 
ed by Patreno, the framer of the Span- 
ish treaty of 1895. This change is re- 
garded as significant at the present 
juncture. 

The country beyond Calumpit is full 
of all sorts of ingenious trenches and 
pitfalls in the roads with sharpened 
bamboo, Fortunately the Americans 
escaped the latter.

The Packers Exonerated from Blame 
—Report Recommends No Further 
Proceedings in the Case.

Washington, May 8.—By direction of the 
president, who approves the findings, Act- 
ing Secretary of War Meiklejohn has made 
public the report and findings of the mili- 
tary court appointed to investigate the 
charges made by Maj. Gen. Miles, com- 
manding the army, that the beef supplied 
to the army during the war. with Even

Its Findings. 


The most important features of the re- 
port are: The finding that the general’s 
allegations that the refrigerated beef w ver 
treated with chemicals were not esta 


| lished; that his allegations concerning the 
| canned fresh ‘or canned roast beef were 


sustained as to its unsuitability for food 
as used on the transports and as a long- 
censure of Gen.

Oppose Further Proceedings. 


The conclusion of the court adverse to 
further proceedings based upon the 
charges is as follows: ‘It has been devel- 
oped in the course of the inquiry, as recited 
in this report, that in some instances some 
individuals failed to perform the full meas- 
ure of duty or to observe the proprieties 
which dignify high military command, but 
the court is of the opinion that the mere 
{i statement in the official report of the facts 
developed meets the ends of discipline, and 
that the interests of the service will be best 
subserved if further proceedings be not 
taken.” 

i Criticism of Miles. 

There is more or less criticism of Gen. 
Miles in various parts of the report. Prob- 
ably the most direct instance is the one 
which states that beyond the criticism of 
officers found elsewhere is the report: “The 
court finds that against none of the offi- 
cers commanding corps; divisions, brigades 
and regiments and ‘their staff officers 
should a charge of*guilt be brought. The 
court also finds that the major general 
commanding the army had no sufficient 
justification for alleging that the refriger- 
ated beef was embalmed or was unfit for 
issue to troops, It also finds that he com- 
mitted an error in that, having belief or 
knowledge, as claimed, that the food was 
unfit, that it caused sickness and distress; 
that some of it was supplied under the pre- 
tense of experiment; that other beef was 
embalmed, he did not immediately report 
such knowledge or belief to the secretary 
of war, to the €nd that a proper remedy 
might be promptly applied.” 

The censure of Col. Maus, inspector gen- 
eral on Gen. Miles’ staff, is based upon his 
failure to call attention to charges con- 
cerning the beef at Chickamauga, con- 
tained in a report of inspection made by 
Dr. (or Maj.) Daly on the 26th of October 
last, in which he stated his belief that the 
beef was chemically treated. 

“The silence of Col. Maus,” says the 
court, ‘fon so important a matter as the 
ehemicalized beef reported by Maj. Daly 
and personally known to himself is most 
remarkable.” 

The remark is also made that Gen. Miles’ 
failure to draw special attention to this 
report is “unexplained.” 

Commenting upon Gen, Miles’ testimony 
that te had first formed the opinion last 
August that the refrigerated beef had been 
processed, the court remarks: ‘Whatever 
the date upon which he formed a belief, or 
a reasonable suspicion, that the health of 
the troops was being impaired by the use 
of deleterious food, it was his bounden 
juty, in the opinion of the court, instantly 
to take the most effective measures with- 
in his control to ascertain the actual fact 
and to correct the wrong, if any should 
be found. It would have been practicable 
to obtain samples of the beef then being 
supplied to the army by contractors and 
to have submitted these samples to chem- 
ical examination, which would have re- 
sulted in the detection of the presence or 
ahsence of boric and salicylic acids or any 
pther chemical agent that may have been 
used as a preservative agent. Yet no such 
precaution as that suggested was taken 
by the major general commanding at that 
time or at any subsequent time, so far as 
has been learned by the court.” 

Not Treated with Chemicals. 


“The court finds that the allegations of 


; the major general commanding to the ef- 


feet that the refrigerated beef supplied to 
the troops was treated with chemical pre- 
servatives have not been established. The 
sourt alse finds that so much of the alle- 
gations of the major general commanding 
in respect to the eanned roast beef as re- 
lates to its unsuitability for food, as ac- 
tually used on the transports, and as to its 
axtensive or long-continued use as a field 
ration, are sustained. It is the opinion of 
the court none of the other allegations in 
relation to the canned fresh beef are sus- 
tained. The evidence shows that Col. John 
E. Weston, assistant commissary general 
of subsistence, recommended the adoption 
of the canned roast beef as a component of 
the field ration, and to this extent he is’ 
responsible.”’ 
Rebuke for Eagan, 

The report places the quantity of canned 
*oast beef purchased for the war by the 
commissary department at-6,847,174 pounds, 
including 350,000 pounds which was brought 
from Liverpool and other English ports. 
This amount is characterized as excessive, 
and the commissary general (Gen. Eagan) 
is severely criticised in several parts of 
the document on this score. One of the se- 
yerest rebukes is as follows: 

“Considering the little use that had been 
made of this beef in the regular army, the 
probability that the volunteers were en- 
tirely ignorant of it, that its use as a part 
9f the field ration had never been sanc- 
tioned by the president or secretary of war, 
ithe court can but characterize the action of 
the commissary general of subsistence as 


‘unwarranted and reckless in that he or- 


fered the purchase of such enormous quan- 
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fault of no one. 


erating plant did-not effect any result. ‘Ine 
delay in this matter was the cause of se- 
rious loss.” 

Not a Suitable Ration. 

“The court is of the opinion that the 
canned roast beef was not suitable as a 
travel ration on transports, considering 
the absence of cooking facilities and the 
absence from that ration of fresh vegeta- 
bles and condiments. 
a field ration, where the companies had 
their camp cooking equipnrent and vegeta- 
bles were available, canned roast beef is 
suitable for issue, say two days in ten, 


but not for two days in succession. In 


some organizations it seems to have con- 
stituted at least one-half of the meat ra- 
tion, and until after the surrender the 
troops had no means for other cooking 
than was practicable with the individual 
kit carried, For such extensive use, or 
any use, exceeding one day in five, the 
court finds this beef unsuitable. 

“The refrigerated. beef is, in the opinion 
of the court, a suitable ration for troops 
when it can be issued to them fn good con- 
dition.”’ 4 


The opinion is expressed that it would, 


For use on shore as 


have been impracticable to land beef cat- 


tle on the hoof in Cuba, the remark of the 
court on this point being as follows: “The 
commanding general of the expedition 
characterizes as ‘absurd’ such a propo- 
sition, and many of his commanding offi- 
cers, whose opinion is given in the testi- 
mony, coincided with him in the imprac- 
ticability or inexpediency of such a proj- 
ect. The court concurs in the opinion of 


these men, whose experience in active nylig 


tary service dated from 1861.” 
Packers Exonerated. 


An instruction of the president’s to the 
court was: ‘If the packers of the country 
are guilty, it must be known.” Replying 
to this direction, the court says: 

“The court finds that-at the outbreak of 
hostilities in April, 1898, the packers of 
canned beef were engaged in the manufac- 
ture of an article of standard quality, well 
known to the trade and the subsistence de- 
partment under the name of canned roast 
beef. The methods of packing then in use 
were the same as those habitually em- 
ployed in the preparation of meat as an 


article of commerce, and the court does 


not find that they underwent any change 
during the progress of the war. The large 
purchases for the use of the military forces 
during the months of May and June, 1898, 
were made, not at the solicitation of the 
packers or in consequence of efforts put 
forth by them for th&t purpose, but by the 
order and upon the initiative of the com- 


missary general of- subsistence, such pur 


chases being made in every case by officers 
of his department in the usual manner,” 

On another point connected with the 
packers the court says: “Although the 
subject of readjustment of accounts be+ 
tween the United States and the con- 
tractors was not referred to the court, it 
appears from the testimony that whenever 
any cans have been found to be defective 
subsequent to their original delivery to the 
subsistence department such cans have 
been replaced in every instance.” 

Other Conclusions. 

Replying specifically to other questions 
set out by the president, the court says: 

That the canned beef was described as 
“fresh” because it was not salted, but that 
the meat was not old or stale. 

That the refrigerated beef furnished the 
army was ‘not doctored or treated with 
any other ageney than cold air.” 

That the meat purchased for the army 
was the meat of commeree; that ‘both 
kinds—-refrigerated and canned—were such 
as are well known in both hemispheres as 
commercial articles, of which there is and 
has been very large consumption not only 
by the trade generally, but by the United 
States navy and by the armies and navies 
of Europe.’’ 

That no reports of unfitness or unsuita- 
bility of the beef,sent from the United 
States were forwarded to the war depart- 
ment by any general officer serving in Cuba 
or Porto Rico while the field operations 
were in progress, nor were any such reports 
received until more than a month after hos- 
tilities ceased. 

That, barring some defects in methods of 
inspecting the beef on its delivery to the 
subsistence department, the deterioration 
of the meat in shipment was due to the 


Miles’ Charges, 


The charges of Gen. Miles, as made in 
newspaper interviews, as well as those 
made before the war investigating commis- 
sion, are referred to at length, among them 
being the interview with the general sent 
out from the New York office of the Asso- 
ciated Press on the 31st of January, in 
which Gen. Miles was quoted as saying that 
he had “‘overwhelming evidence that the 
beef was treated with chemicals to preserve 
it and that he had affidavits from men who 


Saw the beef undergoing the embalming. 


process.” The court notes the denial which 
Gen. Miles made of this part of the conver- 
sation as it was printed in the New York 
Herald, but prints the charge as a part of 
the allegations, saying on this point: ‘‘The 
testimony of both Mr. Reid and Mr. Berry, 
of the New York Times, agree in the verity 
of the interview as reported by the former, 
and this is found im the Herald clipping. 
The court does not therefore ignore this 
paragraph, but treats it as a part of the al- 
legations which are under investigation.” 

Several pages of the report are devoted 
to the consideration of the allegation made 
by Gen. Miles that the refrigerated beef 
was treated with preservatives, but the 
statement is made upon the threshold of 
this question that ‘“‘but little testimony was 
submitted by him in support of this con- 
tention.” The inference drawn by the 
court from the absence of such testimony 
is adverse to™the existence of the practice 
alleged to prevail by fhe major general 
commanding. 

Attention is then called to the fact that 
the testimony bearing upon the chemicali- 


‘zation of the beef deals with it only at the 


time of its issuance to the troops, and an 
analysis of this testimony is made with the 
result of showing “considerable difference 
of view as to the substances used and the 
mode of their application.” 

Not a Cause of Sickness, 

A chapter of the report is devoted to the 
consideration of the cause of the sickness 
in the army in the Santiago campaign, but 
“the court finds it impossible to eonelude 
that either the canned fresh beef or re- 
frigerated béef appeared to any apprecia- 
ble extent as causes of intestinal disease.” 

Approved by the President. 

The report closes with the following state- 
ment: “The court with a deep sense of the 
responsibilities devolving upon it has la- 
bored zealously to bring out the truth and 
believes. that it has fully covered all the 
matters referred to it for investigation. 
That the calling of more witnesses from the 
large number suggested by the major gen-

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friends his firm conviction that the Fili- 
pino insurrection will collapse within the 
next 48 hours. This conclusion is based up- 
on the highly satisfactory cablegrams re- 
ceived from Mr. Schurman, president of the 
peace commission. Another conference be- 
tween the peace commission and Aguinal- 
do’s representatives is probably now, or 
soon will be, in progress. 
Why Fighting Continues. 

“The result, the president believes, will be 
a decision of the Filipinos to lay down their 
arms as a preliminary to the inaugura- 
tion of the form of government which the 
peace commission has recommended and 
which the president has approved. 

:“In view of the auspicious outlook for an 
early peace it is thought in some quarters 
to be rather strange tĦat the American 
forces continue fighting. When a high offi- 
cial of the administration was asked for 
an explanation of this apparent incon- 
gruity he declared that vigorous measures 
were necessary until peace had become an 
accomplished fact. 

Best Plan to Peace. 


“The trouble all along has been,’ he 


said, ‘that Aguinaldo’s army has misun- 
derstood our efforts at conciliation. Every 
act of kindness has been considered by 
Aguinaldo as an evidence of weakness, and 
he would invariably follow all peaceful 
overtures by orders for increasing the 
strength of his intrenchments. 

“The members of the peace commission 
—the civilians as well as the military mem- 
bers—have all agreed that the best.method 
for securing a speedy termination of the 
rebellion is to keep hitting hard while the 
enemy-is revolving in his mind the cond!- 
tions upon which he can have peace. 

‘‘ ‘Our information, however, justifies the 
belief that there will be a cessation of hos- 
tilities within less than 48 hours.’ 

Like Government Plan. 


“The form of government which the 
peace commissioners have recommended 
has been the principal topic in official 
quarters here, The comment is generally 
favorable. Even if the substitute proposed 
by the commissioners does not contemplate 
independence for the Filipinos, they say it 
will be more in keeping with our institu- 
tions to control the archipelago through a 
civil than through a military government.” 

Natives Admit Defeat. 


Manila, May 8.—Col. Manuel Ar- 
guelles, chief of staff for Gen. Luna, 
who with Maj. Jose Bergal, is here asa 
special envoy from Aguinaldo to plead 
for, an armistice, said frankly that the 
Filipinos were whipped. Col. Arguelles 
comes from Gen, Luna, who is the com- 

manding general = the insurgent army. 
He said: 


“We know that we are whipped. I do 
not mind admitting that Aguinaldo is dis- 
couraged. More than this, the troops are 
determined to surrender, and they have 
not been backward in submitting their po- 
sition to the leaders. The situation now 
is really this: The leaders of our soldiers 
want some guarantee as to tke treatment 
they are to receive if they lay down their 
arms. The leaders feel-a responsibility 
toward the men in the ranks and they are 
sincere in asking for a brief armistice in 
order that a complete surrender may be 
made through our congress. I know that 
the impression prevails that we are seek- 
ing a cessation of hostilities in order that 
we may strengthen ourselves in the field, 
but this view of the position we have as- 
sumed is a great injustice to us. We are 
honest in what we ask, and the Ameri- 
cans do us a great wrong in presuming that 
we are not sincere in what we say and in 
suspecting that we have some deep-laid 
scheme on foot, We cannot expect to win 
and we merely ask for a fair chance to 
surrender. You know that we must think 
of the people in a move of this kind, fraught 
with the greatest importance to ourselves, 
and we hope that when Gen. Otis is con- 
vineed of our sincerity he will consent to 
a term of peace sufficient for us to get to- 
gether and make it lasting.” 

The military representatives of the 


Filipino leader are much cast down at 


the position assumed by Gen. Otis, but. 


the feeling here is that the American 
general is making the only permissible 
stand and will force a complete sur- 
render. 
Bacolor Next Point of Attack. 

Manila, May 8.—To clear the Filipinos 
out of Bacolor, about five miles south- 
west of San Fernando, will be the next 
task of the Americans. The rebel gen- 
eral, Mascardo, has a force of 6,000 men 
there, well armed and - possessed. of 
plenty of ammunition. His troops have 
never met American soldiers, and they 
think, according to reports carried to 
San Fernando, that they can ‘“‘whip the 
whole lot.” Bacolor is well intrenched 
and thousands of natives are working 
like beavers digging trenches and car- 
rying the dirt in baskets. The enemy 
uses his riflemen for fighting only, but 
compels the Bolomen and Chinese, and 
even the women, to labor incessantly, 

The rebels have an outpost about a 
mile beyond San Fernando, with a 


trench that holds between 200 and 3007 


men. From that point several volleys 
were fired Saturday night upon the 
camp of the Twentieth Kansas regi- 
ment. 

Neither Maj. Gen. MacArthur or Maj. 
Gen. Lawton moved Sunday, although 
each reconnoitered the country jn his 
own Vicinity for some miles from head- 
quarters, developing the presence of 
small forces of the enemy. . 

In the vicinity of La Guna de Bay thé 
rebels are extremely active, but the line 
of Gen. Ovenshine and Col. Wholley, 
who is commanding Gen, King’s brig- 
ade during the latter’s illness, have been 
materially strengthened and there is no 
danger in that direction. 

The armed steamers La Guna de Bay 
and Cavadonga, under Capt. Grant, have 
gone to Guagua, about five miles south- 
west of Bacolor, presumably to estab- 
lish a base of supplies for the troops en- 
gaged in the northern campaign.

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THEIR VOICE IS FOR WAR. 


Patriotic Gatherings in Chieago In- 
dorse Policy of the Administra- 
tion in the Philippines. 


Chicago, May 8.—Three big mass 
meetings were held in Chicago Sunday 
to voice approval of the policy of the 
administration with reference to the 
Philippines, and to protest against the 
sentiments ‘expressed last Sunday at 
the “anti-expansion” meeting in Cen- 
tral Musie hall, The meetings were 
held in the Auditorium, Central Music 
hal] and the First Methodist church, 
and in spite of the inclement weather 
there was an aggregate attendance of 
probably 10,000. The presiding officers 
of the three meetings were Judge Oli- 
ver H. Horton, ex-Jurge John Barton 
Payne, and Thomas B. Bryan. At the 
Auditorium, as at the other two gath- 
erings, every mention of President Mc- 
Kinley or Admiral Dewey brought forth 
thunders of applause. The speakers at 
the Auditorium were William Dudley 
Foulke, of Indiana;.Bishop Samuel Fal- 
lows, Congressman Doliver, of Iowa; 
ex-Congressman George E. Adams, 
Judge Richard S. Tuthill and Rev. Dr. 
P. S. Henson. Most of these also spoke 
at the other meetings. 
gret were read from Judge Lambert 
Tree, Rev. Dr. Lyman Abbott and Dr.

Resolutions were read by Gen. John

at all the meetings.. The resolutions 
emphatically endorse the policy of the 
administration with reference to the 
Philippines; recite with sorrow the fact 
that the chief encouagement to the in- 
surgents has been from some misguided 
fellow-citizens; and to them must be 
ascribed much of the bloodshed and 
ruin which has followed; they declare 
that our government has sought by 
every honorable way to secure cessas 
tion of hostilities, and point to the fact 
that these efforts of peace have been 
constantly rejected by the insurgents 
until it became manifest even to them 
that they were waging a hopeless war; 
they declare that it is the duty of all 
citizens to share the burdens of the 
‘government rather than to embarrass 
its efforts and thus prolong the con- 
flict of arms, and that until the close of 
hostilities “we know only our country, 
its army and navy and its executive, 

and pledge to them while our flag shall 
be in battle our unfaltering support. 

The resolutions conclude: 

“The government of the United States 
should be, and we believe will be, true to 
its. principles in the disposition of all ques- 
tions that may arise in the future in our 
relationship with the people of the Prilip- 
pine islands. We regard the great issue of 
the hour to be the success of our country in 
the performance of the duty which it ow es 
to civilization. Until this is assured—until 
armed insurrection has ceased—we have no 


terms to offer but the American terms of 
unconditional surrender.”’

THE PEOPLE OF JUDEA 
AT THE TIME OF CHRIST 


Prof. J. C. Knowlton delivered an ad- 
dress before the Business Men’s class 
yesterday morning, upon the subject of 
“The People. .cf Judea in the time of 
Christ,” only a short synopsis of which 
can be given here. He said: 

“Palestine in Christ’s time contained 
a large and mixed population. Gentiles 
were common in every province but 
Judea, Tne latter was distinciively 
Jewish in its religion and civil institu- 
tions, The other provinces were more 
or less under the influence of heathen- 
ism. 

“They would not be bound by the iet- 
ter of the law but looked to the spirit. 
The Galileean was, nothwithstanding 
his liberal views, ardent in his devation, 
but the priests ridiculed him. <(Calilee 
was, however, the land of advanced 
thought, in Palestine, and in this land 
was Christ’s early home. Here he was 
educated. 

“Between Galilee and Judea. lay Sa- 
maria, the most despised of all pro- 
vinces of Palestine. Originally the 
Samarians were Gentiles but had been 
converted to the Mosaic law. 

‘The people of Palestine were divided 
into two classes: First, the educated 
class, which included the priests, scribes 
and townsmen of the -higher class. 
Second, the villagers, artisans and agri- 
culturalists, known as the lower class. 
In the social system of the jews there 
was no middle class. A man wag ¢ither 


high or low in a social position: ` E 
“In the country districts we find men 


principally engaged in three osccupa- 
tions: The raising of grain, the cuiture 
of vines, and the tendinig of fiocks. 

‘The jews gave no attention to archi- 
tecture, they haid no taste or cultiva- 
tion for art; they had no conceipiion of 
architecture. 

“The clothing of the Jews in the time 
of Christ consistel of a elose fitting 
undergarmert reaching to the knees, 
called a tunic and a loose outer garment 
reaching to the,feet called a mantle or 
robe, ‘a girdle about the waist, a staff 
in the hand and turbans for the head 
and sandals for the feet. Women were 
dressed very much as men, except the 
outer garment called the mantle was 
usually drawn over. the face and head 
and used as a veil. We are inclined to 
the opinion that those who saw Jesus 
passing through Galilee looked askanse 
at a figure somewhat unlike our mogen 
conception of Christ. ‘Those grea: mas- 
ters in painting who have represented 
Christ as bare headed have probakiv 
misrepresented him, s 

‘Tihe literature of the Jews for four 
centuries before.Christ is hardly worth 
mentioning. There was. no drama art 
for the reason that the theatre was vul- 
gar and against the spirit of Judaism. 
There was little poetry except such as 
is found in those remarkable apscaiyp- 
ses. Their ideas of mathematiics, geo- 
graphy and astronomy were axceedingly 
crude. They considered that Jerusalem 
wag the entire of the earth, ihat. the 
earth was a circular disc surounded by 
an unknown sea, that the sun, the 
Stars and the moon were revolved. about 
this circular disc, that the hlue. sky 
above them was distance about 500 years 
journey from the face of the earth; that 
it was firmament, a solid surface pierced 
with holes through which water was 
poured whenever it rained. 

“In the treatment of diseases there 
was practically no science of medicine— 
no therapeutics; ne application of those 
remedies which act upon the human 
System in obedience to natural law. 
They regarded disease not a a product 
of a disordred physical condition but as 
a visitation of a demon, an evil spirit 
and consequently he only was capable 
of healing the sick who jossess2ad ihe 
power of casting out devils. All rabbis 
claimed this power, anā some were 
miare successful than others, . ee 

“The Jews never enjoyed the culture 
which comes from the study of, or 
practice in. the fine arts. ‘They were 
charmed by musical songs and kad 
some inferior musical instrument, but 
there were no artists in Judea—fo 
dramatists, no painters or sculptors. 
Plastic art hald been wondamned from 
the beginning of the race. Centuries 
hefore Christ, Moses had given to his 
people these words of God: “Thou 
shalt not make unto thee any graven 
image.” “The Jews took this command 
literally and not simply as a prohibition 
against idolatry, X

“Between Galilee and Judea. lay Sa- 
maria, the most despised of all pro- 
vinces of Palestine. Originally the 


Samarians were Gentiles but had been 


converted to the Mosaic law. 

‘The people of Palestine were divided 
into two classes: First, the educated 
class, which included the priests, scribes 
and townsmen of the -higher class. 
Second, the villagers, artisans and agri- 
culturalists, known as the lower class. 
In the social system of the jews there

“In the country districts we find men’ 


principally engaged in three occupa- 
tions: Ehe raising of grain, the cuiture 
of vines, and the tending of flocks. 

“The jews gave no attention to archi- 
tecture, they had no taste or cultiva- 
tion for art; they had no coneepiion of 
architecture. 

‘The clothing of the Jews in tha time 
of Christ consiste] of a close fitting 
undergarmert reaching to the knees, 
called a tunic and a loose outer garment 
reaching to the,feet called a mantle or 
robe, ‘a girdle about the waist, a staff 
in the hand and turbans for the head 
and sandals for.the feet. Women were 
dressed very much aS men, except the 
outer garment called the mantle was 
usually drawn over the face and head 
and used as a veil. We are inclined to 
the opinion that those who saw Jesus 
passing through Galilee looked askarse 
at a figure somewhat unlike our modern 
conception of Christ. Those grea: mas- 
ters in painting who have represented 
‘Christ as bare headed have prob aibiv 
misrepresented him, 

‘“Tihe literature of the Jews for. four 
centuries before Christ is hardy worth 
mentioning. There was no drama art 
for the reason that the theatre was vul- 
gar anid against the spirit of Judaism. 
There was little poetry except such as 
is found in those remarkable apscailyp- 
ses. Their ideas of mathemaiics, seo 
graphy and astronomy were axceeding Jy 
crude. They considered that Jerusalem 

was the entire of the earth, that. the 
earth was a circular disc surounded by 
an unknown sea, that the sun, the 
stars and the moon were révolved about 
this circular disc, that the blue-sky 
above them was distance about 500 years 
journey from the face of the earth; that 
it was firmament, a solid surface pierced 
with holes through which water was 
poured whenever it rained. 

“In the treatment of diseases there 
‘was practically no science of medicine— 
no therapeutics; ne application of those 
remedies which act upon the human 
System in obedience to natural law. 
They regarded disease not a a product 
of a disordred physical condition but as 
a visitation of a demon, an evil spirit 
and consequently he only was capable 
of healing the sick who jossess2d ihe 
power of casting out devils. All rabbis 
claimed this power, .and some were 
miore successful than others. 

‘The Jews never enjoyed the culture 
which comes from the study of, or 
practice in. the fine arts. ‘They were 
charmed by musical songs and had 


some inferior musical instrument, but 
there were no artists in Judea—foa 
dramatists, no painters or sculptors. 


Plastic art had been 2xondemned from 
the beginning of the race. Centuries 
before Christ, Moses had given to kis 
people these words of God: ‘Thou 
shalt not make unto thee any graven 
image.” “The Jews took this comman@g 
literally and not simply as a prohibition 
against idolatry. 
THE HEBREW FAMILY. 
‘There were three prominent steps 
whereby man and woman were jcined 
together: The engagement, bethrothal 
and the marriage ceremony. Engage: 
ments were freely made and as freely 
broken. They were frejuently the re- 
sult of an arrangement between the 
father and his prospective son-in-law. 
If the young woman was of age, her 
consent was essential. The bethrothal 
was the binding premise. The bethroth- 
al announced and confirmed by certain 
observances which rendered it sacred, 
so sacred that the young woman who 
broke her betrothial might be stoned as 
an aduiltress. After the betro¢hal a 
year elapsed before the marriage took 
place, during which time the- young 
people were expected to live merrily. 
“The time of the betrothal having 
elapsed the wedding took place. Fami- 
lies and frends of those united aban- 
doned themselves to the marriage feast 
for the-period of seven days, ‘the seven 
days of the feast,’ but the days of the 
marriage were thirty, during’ which 
time the merrymaking was to cantinue. 
“In the present age marriage and di- 


vorce ga together. The gne sug¢ests 
the other, Of this we are ashamed. Of 
divorce in the time of Christ, the less 


said the better. There were no courts, 
as we now have them, in the time of 
Christ, and a man could turn his wife 
away for any cause,”’

WILL COST $10, 000, 


The annual cue age the Michigan 
Central, which was recently issued, con- 
tains, among interesting statistics and 
railroad information, the statement that 
$70,000 has ‘been set aside for ‘building 
the double track from 'this city to Dex- 
ter. The work on ithis extension was 
started some months ago and is now 
fairly under way. 

The report clearly evinces what a 
poverty-stricken condition railroading 
is in. The gross earnings of the road 
from all sources last year amounted to 
$14,046,148.91, an increase of $348,909.60 
over the preceding year, and the net 
earnings ‘were $38,500,176.73. Of this a 
pro rata iwas turned over to the Canada 
Southern company ‘per agreement and 
the total net income ‘from ‘traffic and 
rentals per share $4.40 amounted to 
$824,253.54. Two dividends were declared 
and this, with the sum set aside for the 
building of the double track, left a bal- 
ance of $4,733.54. ‘This would have been 
much larger but that the taxes of the 
road, jumped- $78,000, in round numbers, 


over those of the previous year. 


The Central has 1,642.53 miles of track, 
right of trackage of 14 miles more in 
Chicago and 254 miles of second track, 
besides 922 miles of side tracks, making 
a total of 2,820.52 miles, all of which is 
laid with steel rails except 172 miles. 
To conduct its passenger businesss the 
road has and used 364 cars of all sorts, 
from the buffet sleeper to the baggage 
car, and it cost least year $168,558 to 
maintain these cars. For its freight 
business it used 13,862 cars, anid they 
were maintained at an expense of $13,- 
557, /To haul all these cars and do the 
switching, ete., requires 461 locomotiv es, 
anid these ran an average of 36,094 miles. 
They cost 15 cents and a fraction for 
The average 
run on a ton of coal was 27.7 miles. 

The officials complain that the pas- 


senger business has fallen off very ap- 


preciably, but they may console them- 
selves in the freight department, which 
has shown more than a corresponding 
increase. 


WILL MOVE IN JUNE,

THE BUFFALO ‘STRIKE. 


Bishop a Asked to Endeavor 
to Induee the Men to Return 
to Work. N 


replied Gen, 


Buffalo, N. Y., May 8.—President 
Johnson, of the state -board of media- 
tion and arbitration; H. D. Goulder, of 
Cleveland, attorney for the Lake Car- 
riers’ association, and Mr. Douglass, 
representing the Western Elevating as- 
sociation, called on Bishop Quigley, of 
the Catholic diocese, of Buffalo, Sun- 
day, and asked him to endeavor to in- 
duce the grain shovelers to accept the 
proposition made by Contractor Con- 
hörs. The result of the conference 
could not be ascertained. It is under- 
stood, however, that Bishop Quigley re- 
quested time for consideration and con- 
sultation with the priests in whose par- 
ishes the trouble is centered. Nearly 
all of the grain shovelers are Irishmen 
and attend the Catholic church. It is 
thought, therefore, that a suggestion 
coming from the bishop would carry 
with it great weight. 

The monthly men at the elevators 
held a big meeting Sunday afternoon. 
Resolutions were adopted expressing 
sympathy with the cause of the grain 
shovelers, and it was unanimously 
voted that whenever there are any 
signs of growing strength on the part 
of Contractor Connors a strike will be 
declared. The monthly men thought it 
would be best to stick to their elevators 
so long as Mr. Connors is unable to ob- 
tain a sufficient number of shovelers to 
unload the grain. 

Contractor Connors is beginning to 
import men from other cities to take 
the places of the striking grain shovel- 
ers. 

The situation along the water front 
remains unchanged. Only seven ele- 
vators were working Sunday. It is es- 
timated that when the big Duluth fleet, 
which will begin to arrive to-day, is in, 
it will take several weeks with a full 
force of shovelers to clear the harbor 
and catch up on the work. 

Late Sunday night it was given out 
that the grain shovelers will present an 
ultimatum ‘to the Lake Carriers’ asso- 
ciation to-day. The officers of the new 
union were busy framing it Sunday 
evening. The substance of the ultima- 
stum will be that if the strike is not 
ended this week the longshoremen all 
along the chain of lakes will be or- 
dered out and that the entire lake traffic 
will be tied up, and that for every week 
hereafter that Mr. Connors holds the 
contract the grain shovelers’ union will 
add 50 cents to the contract price. The 
union is willing now to take the con- 
tract for two dollars flat per thousand 
bushels. 


DEATH OF MRS. WHITNEY. 


Wife of the Ex-Secretary of the Navy 
Finally Succumbs to Injuries 
Received Long Ago. 


New York, May 8.—Mrs. William C. 
Whitney, wife of the ex-Secretary of the 
navy, died Saturday afternoon from the 
effects of her fall from her horse more 
than a year ago. Mrs. Whitney was re- 
cently taken to her country home at 
Wheatly hills in Long Island. She be- 
gan to sink rapidly in the early part of 
the week, and it was soon seen that the 
ease was hopeless.

WILL COST $70,000, 


The annual report of the Michigan 
Central, which was recently issued, con- 
tains, amiong interesting statistics and 
railroad information, the statement that 
$70,000 'ha'ls been set aside for building 
the double track from this city to Dex- 
ter. The work on ithis extension was 
started some month's ago and is now 
fairly under way. 

The report clearly evinces what a 
poverty-stricken condition railroading 
is in. The gross earnings of the road 
from all sources last year amounted ‘to 
$14,046,148.91, an increase of $348,909.60 
over the preceding year, and the net 
earnings ‘were $3,500,176.73. Of this a 
pro rata was turned over to the Canada. 
Southern company ‘per agreement and 
the total net inicome ‘from: traffic and 
rentals per share $4.40 amounted to 
$824,253.54. Two dividends were declared 
and this, with the sum set aside for the 
building of the double track, left a bal- 
ance of $4,733.54. ‘This would have been 
much larger but that the taxes of the 
road jumped- $78,000, in round numbers, 
over those of the previous year. 

The Central has 1,642.53 miles of track, 
right of trackage of 14 miles more in 
Chicago anid 254 miles of second traick, 
besides 922 miles of side tracks, making 
a total of 2,820.52 miles, all of which is 
laid with steel rails except 172 miles. 
To conduct its passenger businesss the 
road has and used 364 cars of all sorts, 
from the buffet sleeper to the baggage 
car, and it cost least year $168,558 to 
maintain these cars. For its freight 
business it used 13,862 cars, and they 
were maintained at an expense of $13,- 
557, ‘Tio haul all these cars and do the 
switching, etc., requires 461 locomotives, 
and these ran an average of 36,094 miles. 
They cost 15 cents and a fraction for 
waste, fuel, ete,, per mile, The average 
run on a ton of coal was 27.7 miles. 

The officials complain that the pas- 


senger business has fallen off very ap-— 


preciably, but they may console them- 
selves in the freight department, which 
has shown more than a corresponding 
increase,

The site for the new 
buildings is such that all shipping and 
receiving of stock will be made direct 
from ‘the falctory to the cars, thus 
bringing the expense to the lowest pos- 
sible point. In the equipment of all the 
‘buildings the aim will Ibe ito provide la- 
bor and, time-saving machinery. 

Messrs, Clayton & Lambert state that.

The headaches | 
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Cleveland, attorney for the Lake Car- 
riers’ association, and Mr. Douglass, 
representing the Western Elevating as- 
sociation, called on Bishop Quigley, of 
the Catholic diocese, of Buffalo, Sun- 
day, and asked him to endeavor to in- 
duce the grain shovelers to accept the 
proposition made by Contractor Con- 
nors. The result of the conference 
could not be ascertained. It is under- 
stood, however, that Bishop Quigley re- 
quested time for consideration and con- 
sultation with the priests in whose par- 
ishes the trouble is centered. Nearly 
all of the grain shovelers are Irishmen 
and attend the Catholic church. It is 
thought, therefore, that a suggestion 
coming from the bishop would carry 
with it great weight. 

The monthly men at the elevators 
held a big meeting Sunday afternoon. 


Resolutions were adopted expressing 


sympathy with the cause of the grain 
shovelers, and it was unanimously 
voted that whenever there are any 
signs of growing strength on the part 
of Contractor Connors a strike will be 
declared. The monthly men thought it 
would be best to stick to their elevators 
so long as Mr. Connors is unable to ob- 
tain a sufficient number of shovelers to 
unload the grain. 

Contractor Connors is beginning to 
import men from other cities to take 
the places of the striking grain shovel- 
ers. 

The situation along the water front 
remains unchanged. Only seven ele- 
vators were working Sunday. It is es- 
timated that when the big Duluth fleet, 
which will begin to arrive to-day, is in, 
it will take several weeks with a full 
force of shovelers to clear the harbor 
and catch up on the work. 

Late Sunday night it was given out 
that the grain shovelers will present an 
ultimatum ‘to the Lake Carriers’ asso- 
ciation to-day. The officers of the new 
union were busy framing it Sunday 
evening. The substance of the ultima- 
stum will be that if the strike is not 
ended this week the longshoremen all 
along the chain of Jakes will be or- 
dered outand that the entire lake traffic 
will be tied up, and that for every week 
hereafter that Mr. Connors holds the 
contract the grain shovelers’ union will 
add 50 cents to the contract price. The 
union is willing now to take the con- 
tract for two dollars flat per thousand 
bushels. 


DEATH OF MRS. WHITNEY. 


Wife of the Ex-Secretary of the Navy 
Finally Succumbs to Injuries 
Received Long Ago. 


New York, May 8.—Mrs. William C. 
Whitney, wife of the ex-Secretary of the 
navy, died Saturday afternoon from the 
effects of her fall from her horse more 
than a year ago. Mrs. Whitney was re- 
cently taken to her country home at 
Wheatly hills in Long Island. She be- 
gan to sink rapidly in the early part of 
the week, and it was soon seen that the 
ease was hopeless. 

This beautiful woman, who not so 


long ago was the foremost of the lead- [` 


ers of Gotham’s best society, met the 
accident which caused her death in Feb- 
ruary of last year while she was visit- 
ing the country seat of George Vander- 
bilt, “Biltmore,” in North Carolina. She 
was riding under a low bridge on the 
road and her head struck the edge. She 
was taken to the Vanderbilt house and 
was there nursed until it was believed 
safe to convey her to her own home, 
Mrs, Whitney never recovered from the 
shock, The blow upon the head in some 
way reacted on the spinal cord, and the 
patient did not once rally. Mr. Whit- 
ney spent enormous sums of money in 
trying to restore his wife to health, but 
all was of no avail. The best medical 
Skill in the world could not help her. 
Her death was a release after 15 months 
of keen though resigned suffering. 


Will Meet in Kansas City. 

Kansas City, Mo., May 8.—The local 
camps of the Modern Woodmen have so 
far progressed with their work that it 
can positively be stated now that the 
national meeting which will be held in 
this city, beginning on Monday, June 6, 
and continuing until the 10th, will be 
the biggest affair of its kind in the his- 
tory of the order.

STORM IN OKLAHOMA. 


Serious Damage Results in Several 
Rowns and Some Loss of Life 
Is Reported. 


Wichita, Kan., May 8.—Meager re- 


ports reached here of a terrific wind-' | 


storm that caused great destruction at 
several points in southern Oklahoma. 
The most serious damage is reported 
at Chickasha, Tongawa and Anadarko. | 
The storm struck Chickasha at ee, 
o'clock Saturday afternoon and de- 
stroyed that part of the town north of 
the Rock Island shops. Sixteen build- 
ings were blown down and the roof was 
torn from the railroad roundhouse. 
Sixteen injured persons were taken 
from the wrecks, but only one death 
was reported, that of J. H. Murray, a 
railroad man. 

A dispatch from Tongawa says that 
in Canton township, 18 miles west, 
great damage was done by the tornado. 
The family of J. H. Ware took refuge 
in a storm cave, which became so heavy 
from the constant rain that it féll in, 
killing three members of the family. 
The houses of J. F. Teunel and S. H: 
Saunders were blown to pieces and Mrs. 
Teunel was badly hurt.
